MURDER CHARGES FILED AGAINST SUSPECT IN DEATHS OF 7 WOMEN IN GARY, HAMMOND

A northwest Indiana man suspected of mur- 
dering at least seven women may be a serial 
killer who has killed others in the state as far 
back as 20 years ago, local police said Monday 

Darren Vann, 43, of Gary was in custody 
and police were seeking murder charges 
against him, said John Doughty police chief 
of the neighboring city of Hammond. 

Vann, a registered sex offender from a 2008 
assault in Texas, was arrested in Gary on Sat- 
urday a day after police were led to the body 
of 19 -year-old Afrika Hardy in a Motel 6 in 
Hammond. 

Doughty said Hardy had advertised sexual 
services on the classified ads website back 
page.com, and that she and Vann met at the 
motel. When Hardy did not return from the 
appointment, a woman who had helped to ar- 
range the encounter went to track her down 
and found her dead from strangulation. 

Once in custody, Vann was cooperative, ad- 
mitted his involvement in Hardy’s murder and 
led police to the bodies of six other women, all 
in abandoned houses in Gary, Doughty said. 

“It could go back as far as 20 years based on 
some statements we have and that’s yet to be 
corroborated,” Doughty said. “It is possible 
other victims could surface.” 

Doughty said the victims included Anith 
Jones, 35, of Merrillville, Teiarra Batey, 28, of 
Gary and Christine Williams, 36, also of Gary 
Three other victims have yet to be identified. 

“He is giving us descriptions, cooperating 
and accompanying us to locations,” Doughty 
said, adding he was unable to say whether the 
other victims were sex workers. 


Jones was reported missing Oct. 8, trigger- 
ing a search for her in Gary an economically 
struggling city on Lake Michigan, 30 miles 
south of Chicago. The city’s population has 
fallen by more than half to about 78,000 peo- 
ple, from apeak of 178,000 in the 1960s. 

As in much of the rust belt, abandoned 
houses overgrown with trees and weeds are a 
prominent feature of Gary’s landscape. 

‘As we find buildings are open, we do in 
fact board them up. We are in the process of 
demolishing buildings. But when you have 
10,000 buildings you don’t have the resources 
to demolish all of the ones that would be can- 
didates,” Gary Mayor Karen Freeman-Wilson 
told reporters. 

Doughty said it was not known if the vic- 
tims were murdered in the abandoned houses 
or if their bodies were dumped there. 

Freeman-Wilson said police were looking 
through missing persons files and working 
with the coroner’s office to see if they could 
identify more of the victims. She said some of 
the bodies were significantly decomposed but 
not skeletal. Doughty said the victims known 
so far were killed more recently than two de- 
cades ago. 

Vann was jailed in Texas in July 2008 after 
police said he sexually assaulted and tried to 
strangle a 25-year-old woman in an Austin, Tex- 
as, apartment the previous December, Texas 
Department of Criminal Justice spokesman 
Jason Clark told Reuters. He was sentenced to 
five years and released in October 2009. 

On the online Texas Department of Public 
Safety sex offender registry Vann’s risk level 
was listed as “low”

Damen Blue Line stop 
starts 2-month closure

Mariah Mansuo had to do some extra study- 
ing Monday morning on her way to classes at 
Robert Morris University in the Loop. 

Mansuo, 22, typically boards the Blue Line 
at the Damen stop in Wicker Park to get to 
school. On Monday though, the station was 
closed for repairs. She studied the signs outside 
the Damen stop to figure out her new route. 

She opted to take the No. 72-North Avenue 
bus to the Red Line instead. 

“I’m going to be late for class,” said Man- 
suo, of Humboldt Park. Mansuo said she 
didn’t know the station was closing. 

The CTA shuttered the Damen stop Mon- 
day at 1 a.m. until Dec. 22 for fixes to the 
platform and station entryway The work on 
the stop, which typically sees about 7,000 sta- 
tion entries on an average weekday is part of 
a $492 million, four-year project to upgrade 
Blue Line track and 13 stations. 

The CTA on Thursday reopened the Cali- 
fornia stop after six weeks of repairs similar to 
the ones the Damen stop will endure to ex- 
tend the life of the station. Neither stop will 
receive an elevator to make the stations acces- 
sible to riders with disabilities. 

CTA riders will not be the only ones incon- 
venienced by the work. The station shutdown 
also brings overnight street closures of Da- 
men and North avenues so crews can perform 
the construction. The two streets will never 
be closed at the same time, CTA spokeswom- 
an Catherine Hosinski said. 


Exact dates of these street closures will 
be determined based on the progression of 
project work, Hosinski said. But typically the 
streets will be closed Sunday through Thurs- 
day from 9 p.m. to 5 a.m. the following day 
And Friday and Saturday from 9 p.m. to 7 a.m. 
the following day 

North Avenue will be closed between 
Damen and Western avenues to through 
traffic; local traffic will be allowed only be- 
tween Western Avenue and Hoyne Street. 
No. 72-North Avenue buses will be detoured 
during the overnight closure. 

Damen Avenue will be closed between Mil- 
waukee and Pierce avenues; No. 50 -Damen 
Avenue buses will be detoured during the 
overnight closure. 

James Thomas, of Logan Square, was wait- 
ing for the No. 50 -Damen bus Monday morn- 
ing outside the closed Damen stop. 

Thomas, 29, tried to board the Blue Line at 
the Logan Square stop but was told by CTA 
the Damen stop was closed. He hopped on 
the No. 56 -Milwaukee bus, which parallels 
the Blue Line, instead to Damen Avenue to 
catch the No. 50 bus for a meeting on the 
Near West Side. 

There is no shuttle bus service during 
the closure but the CTA said it added extra 
No. 56 -Milwaukee service. 

The station closure “really doesn’t even 
bother me,” Thomas said. “But two months? 
That’s a long time.”

Chicago to see partial 
solar eclipse Thursday

Attention stargazers: Thursday afternoon’s 
sunset will coincide with a partial solar 
eclipse. That means the sun— when spied 
through eclipse glasses or other special view- 
ing devices— will appear crescent-shaped. 

“It’s a dramatic event,” said Larry Ciupik, 
senior astronomer at the Adler Planetarium. 
“You’ll be able to see the moon gradually cut- 
ting away at the sun, until about half the sun is 
chopped away” 

A partial eclipse occurs when the moon 
passes between the sun and the Earth, block- 
ing some of the sun’s light. The last partial so- 
lar eclipse visible in Chicago was in 2012. The 
next full eclipse for Illinois will be in 2017. 

This partial eclipse will begin at 4:36 p.m. 
Thursday and reach its peak— known as the 
maximum— at 5:43 p.m. 

“It will seem that a bite is taken out of the 
sun, and that bite will appear to get bigger and 
bigger as the eclipse progresses,” said Michael 
Smutko, an associate professor in physics and 


astronomy at Northwestern University The 
event should be viewable until sunset, at 6 p.m. 

To watch, find a spot with a clear view of 
the western horizon, and use a pinhole viewer 
or other piece of equipment specifically de- 
signed for solar viewing. One reminder: It’s 
not safe to look directly at the sun without 
proper eye protection. 

Stacking one or more pairs of sunglasses 
over your eyes will not provide adequate pro- 
tection, Smutko said. 

If you don’t have a pair of specially designed 
eclipse glasses, head down to a viewing party 
at the Adler, where astronomers will provide 
expert narration along with solar-filtered tele- 
scopes. Another eclipse-watching event, host- 
ed by Northwestern, will take place on the top 
floor of the parking garage of the university’s 
visitors center, 1841 Sheridan Road in Evanston. 

The weather forecast is predicting partly 
cloudy conditions. But stargazers are hoping 
that the skies will remain clear enough to view 
the cosmic alignment.

Turkey allows Kobani 
aid; U.S. air-drops arms 


Turkey said Monday it would allow Iraqi Kurd- 
ish fighters to reinforce fellow Kurds in the 
Syrian town of Kobani on Turkey’s border, and 
the United States air-dropped arms to help the 
Kurds there resist an Islamic State assault. 

Foreign Minister Mevlut Cavusoglu said 
Turkey was facilitating the passage of Iraqi 
Kurdish peshmerga forces, themselves fighting 
Islamic State in Iraq. He stopped short of say- 
ing whether Ankara backed the U.S. air-drop. 

Turkey’s refusal to intervene in the fight 
with Islamic State has frustrated the U.S. and 
sparked lethal riots in southeastern Turkey by 
Kurds furious at Ankara’s failure to help Koba- 
ni or at least open a land corridor for volunteer 
fighters and reinforcements to go there. 

Secretary of State John Kerry said Washing- 
ton had asked Ankara to help “get the pesh- 
merga or other groups” into Kobani so they 
could help defend the town, adding he hoped 
the Kurds would “take this fight on.” The Eu- 
ropean Union also urged Turkey on Monday to 
open its border to allow supplies to get through 


to residents of Kobani. 

If the reinforcements come through, it may 
mark a turning point in the battle for Kobani, 
a town where Syrian Kurds have struggled for 
weeks against better-armed Islamic State fight- 
ers trying to reshape the Middle East. 

Speaking in Indonesia, Kerry acknowledged 
Turkish concerns about support for the Kurds, 
and said the air drop of supplies provided by 
the Kurdish authorities in Iraq did not amount 
to a change of U.S. policy 

The battle against Islamic State, a group 
that has seized large areas of Syria and Iraq, was 
an overriding consideration, Kerry indicated. 

“We understand fully the fundamentals of 
{Ankara’s} opposition and ours to any kind of 
terrorist group, and particularly obviously the 
challenges they face with respect to the PKK,” 
he told reporters. 

But he added: “We cannot take our eye off 
the prize here. It would be irresponsible of us, 
as well as morally very difficult, to turn your 
back on a community fighting ISIL.”
